Cessation of Hostilities for Six Months 
Would Save Spain $10,000,000. 

New York, March 28.—*The United States 
mag? make arrangements with Spain, but 
the Cubans will never consent to an armis- 
tice or any other plan but independence,” 
said Horatio S. Rubens, counsel for the Cu- 
ban junta, today. 

“The Cubans would be thankful for the 
interest shown by this country, but would 
have to respectfully decline all such pro- 
positions. It is an absolute loss of time 
for the United States to entertain any nego- 
tiations of the kind with Spain. 

“By an armistice Spain would save $10,- 
000.000 for six months. The Spaniards know 
that the Cubans would not enter into an 
armistice and they desire the United States 
to offer the plan that their retusal may 
remove the sympathy and support of the 
American people.” 


SPAIN WANTS ONE CHANCE MORE 


Polo y Bernabe Says Complete Home 
Rule Will Be Given Cuba. 


» New York, March 28.—Spain, although ap- 


parently defiant, has asked for further de- 
lay before the United States does anything 
more about Cuba, says the Washington cor- 
respondent of The Herald. 

This request was made through Senor 
Polo y Bernabe, the Spanish minister in 
Washington. He promised in Spain's behalf 
that she would lay before the state depart- 
ment at an early day a plan for a more 
liberal government of Cuba. 

Details of Spain’s new plan were not made 
known by Minister Bernabe, but he ex- 
plained to Assistant Secretary Day that 
Spain would not yield her sovereignty over 
Cuba.

Testimony Before Board of Inquiry 
Shows External Explosion,

Washington, March 28.—The 
mess of testimony taken by 
court of inquiry was sent to 
today and with the president’s 
and findings of the court, referred to the 
committee on foreign relations. 

Testimony was taken on eighteen differ- 
ent days, the fourteenth day, however, be- 
ing devoted to reviewing the work. Every 
witness who was known to have informa- 
tion that wuld throw Hght on the general 
disaster was called to give evidence. 

It is a story intensely interesting to 
American people. 

Those who read it can have little 
doubt as to whether there was an in- 
ternal or external explosion. 

Perhaps the most significant testimony 
is that showing the bottom plates on the 
port side of the ill-fated Maine to be bent 
inward and upward, a result that hardly 
could have followed anything save explo- 
sion from the outside. 

A mass of testimony is submitted showing 
the care exercised on board the ship by 
Captain Sigsbee and his officers and the 
apparent impossibility of the accident oc- 
curring by any internal cause such as the 
heating of the bunkers, spontaneous com- 
bustion, or from other causes upon which 
so many theories were based. 

The testimony of Captain Sigsbee Is of 
the greatest importance and perhaps is of 
more general interest than that of any oth- 
er man called before the board. 


Others Who Were Important. 

Second in importance to the testimony 
of Captain Sigsbee is that of Ensign Pow- 
elson, who had charge of the divers and 
knew from day to day what these divers 
found. 

The divers—Morgan, Olsen and Smith— 
all contributed important evidence. They 
testified that the plates were bent inward 
on the bottom port side and outward on 
the starboard side. 

Nothing in the testimony fixes re- 
esponsibility, no conspiracy is appa- 
rent, no knowledgé of the planting of 


a mine is shown. 

A witness whose name is suppressed tells 
of overhearing a conversation among Span- 
ish officers, which indicated a foreknowl- 
edge of the destruction of the Maine by 
intention to blow her up. An official of the 
American consulate tells of information 
received anonymously tending to show that 
a conspiracy existed. But nothing is defi- 
nitely stated which fixes any responsibility 
upon Spain or her subjects.

Captain Gtevens’s Testimony. 

Captain Frank Stevens, of the city of 
Washington, testified he wus standing 
amidship of his ship. He heard a dull, 
muffled explosion and commotion as though 
it was under the water followed instantly 
by a terrific explosion, lighting up ithe 
sky with a dull red glare and filling the 
air with flying missiles which fell all arcund 
him.

What Drains Said. 

Henry Drain, a clerk in the United 
States consulate, Havana, was examined 
as to an anonymous letter received by the 
consul general in regard to the explosion 
of the Maine. He produced the letter, the 
date of. which was February i8th of the 
present year. The letter was signed ‘“‘An 
Admirer.”’ It was written in Spanish. 

A man by the name of Pep Taco was 
mentioned in the letter. Witness said he 
had tried to discover the whereabouts of 
the man and the one to whom he spoke 
sald the name was a mistake, that 
man mentioned had died a few days before 
the explosion of Yhe Maine and that the 
letter referred to a Pep Barquin; that 
also had died suddenly about two or three 
days after the explosion of the Maine.

“In explosion of the United States Battle- 
ship ‘Maine.’ Before a court of inquiry, Key 
West, Fla. United States Steamship Iowa, 
first rate, Key West Fla., Monday, March 
21, 1898: 

“After full and mature aonstleration of 
all the test!mony béfore it; the court finds 
us follows: : 

What the Court Finds. 

“1. That the United States battleship 
¥Ydaine arrived in the harbor of Havana. 
Cuba, on the 25th day of January, 1898, and 
Was taken to buoy No. 4, in from five anda 
half to six fathoms of water by the regu- 
lar government pilot. 

“The United States consul general at Ha- 
vana had notified the authorities at that 
place the previous evening of the intended 
arrival of the Maine.

“There were two explosions of a dls- 
tinctly different character, with a very 
short but distinct interval between them, 
and all the forward part of the ship was 
lifted to a marked degree at the time of 
the first explosion. 

“The first explosion was more in the 
nature of a report like that of a gun; 
while the second explosion was more open, 
prolonged, and of greater volume. This 
second explosion was, in the opinion of 
the court, caused by the partial explosion 
of two or more of the forward magazines 
of the Maine. 


Evidence of Divers. 

*‘4. The evidence bearing upon this, being 
principally obtained from divers, did not 
enable the court to form a definite con- 
clusion as to the condition of the wreck, 
although it was established that the after 
part of the ship was practically intact, 
and sank in that condition a very few 
minutes after the destruction of the for- 
ward part. 

“The following facts in regard to the 
forward part of the ship are, however, 
established by the testimony: 

“That portion of the port side of the 
protective deck, which extends from about 
frame 30 to frame 41, was biown up, aft, 
and over to port. The main deck from 
frame 30 to about frame 41 was blown up, 
aft, and slightly over to starboard follow- 
ing the forward part of the middle super- 
structure over and on top of the after 
part. 

“This was, in the opinion of the court, 
caused by the partial explosion of two or 
more the forward magazines of the 
Maine. 

“Ss At frame 17 the outer shell of the 
ship, from a point eleven and one-half feet 
from the middle line of the ship and six 
feet above the keel when in its normal 
position, has been forced up to be now 
about four feet above the surface of the 
water, so as to be visible thirty-four feet 
above where it would have been had the 
ship sunk uninjured. 

“The outside bottom piht ine is bent into 
a reversed V shape, the after wing of which 
about fifteen feet broad and thirty-two feet 
in length (from frame 17 to frame 25) is 
doubled back upon itself against the con- 
tinyation of the same plating, extending 
fo ~o rd. 


“At frame 18, the vertical keel is broken 
in two and the flat keel bent into an angle 
similar to the angle formed by the outside 
bottom plating. This break is now about 
six feet below the surface of the water and 
about thirty feet above its normal posi- 
tion, 

“In the opinion of the court this effect 
could have been produced only by the ex- 
plosion of a mine situated under the bot- 
tom of the ship at about frame 18, and 
somewhat on the port side of the ship. 

“6. The court finds that the loss of the 
Maine on the occasion named, was not in 
any respect due to fault or negligence on 
the part Of any officers or men of the crew 
of said vessel. 

“7. In the opinion of the court the Maine 
was destroyed by the explosion of a sub- 
marine mine, which caused the partial ex- 
plosion of two or more of her forward 
magazines. 

“8. The court has been unable to obtain 
evidence fixing the responsibility for the 
destruction of the Maine upon any person 
or persons.

Washington, March 28.—A full synopsis 
of the report of the Spanish naval com- 
mission which investigated the destruction 
of the battleship Maine is here given by 
the Associated Press.

The evidence cf witnesses comparatively 
close to the Maine at the moment is to the 
effect that only one explosion. occurred; 
that no column of water was thrown into 
the air; that no shock to the side of the 
nearest vessel was felt, nor on land was any 
vibration noticed, and that no dead fish 
were found. 

The evidence of the senior pilot of the 
harbor states that. there is abundance of 
fish in the harbor, and this is corroborated 
by other witnesses. The assistant engineer 
of works states that after the explosion 
made during the execution of the works 
in the harbor he has always found dead 
fish. 

The divers were unable to examine the 
bottom of the Maine, which was buried in 
the mud, but a careful examination of 
the sides of the vessel rents and breaks all 
point outward, which shows without a 
doubt that the explosion was from 
inside. 

A minute examination of the bottom of 
the harbor around the vessel shows abso- 
lutely no sign of action of a torpedo and 
the fiscal (judge advocate) of the com- 
mission found no precedent for the explo- 
sion of the storage magazines of a vessel 
by a torpedo. 

The report makes clear that owing to 
the special nature of the proceedings fol- 
lowing and the absolute respect shown 
for the extra-territorial status of the Maine 
the commission is prevented making such 
an examination of the vessel as would de- 
termine even the hypothesis of the internal 
origin of the accident. This is to be at- 
tributed to the regrettable refusal to per- 
mit of the necessary co-operation of the 
Spanish commission both with the com- 
meander and crew of the Maine and different 
American officials commissioned to investi- 
gate the cause of the accident and later 
on with those employed in salvage work.

CANDLER SPEECH 


Judge Replies to the Colonel's 
(pening Address at Rome 


DEFENDS THE ADMINISTRATION 


Calls Candler a “Political Feundling” 
and Bther Things, 


DEALS MOST GENTLY WITH BERNER 


But Accuses Both ‘His Opponents of 
Having Tried To Steal His Plat- 
form—One of the Liveliest 
Speeches of the Cam- 


paign. 


Franklin, Ga., March 28.—(Special Staff 
Correspondence.)—In his speech to the 
crowded courthouse in this city today, 
Judge Spencer R. Atkinson devoted most 
of his time to a reply to Colonel Candler’s 
opening address at Rome last Saturday. 
He made a most vigerous and spirited at- 
tack upon the colonel, and said some 
things which will unquestionably lead to 
further debate. He dealt rather gently 
with Senator Berner, contenting himself 


with his oft-repeated demand to know what | 


‘thé senator’s views are as to free silver, 
and when he developed them; but in his 
references to Candler he was much more 
vindictive than he has been heretofore. He 
showed a disposition also to resent the 
numerous attacks being made upon the 
present state administration. 

The superior court is in session here and 
there were fully a thousand people in town 
when Judge Atkinson began to speak. He 
left Atlanta at 5 o’clock in the morning 
and was driven from the enterprising and 
prceressive city of Hogansville over the 
sixteen miles of corrugated landscape 
which reaches from Hogansville to Frank- 
lin. As the crow flies, the distance between 
these two places is about seven miles, the 
other nine being taken up in horizontal as- 
cerdencies and declivities which would 
make the roadbed a terror to a tight rope 
performer. Some of these days, when the 
politiclans cease from troubling and the 
candidates are at rest, I propose to write 
the truthful story of Judge Atkinson's ex- 
perience and my own in traversing this 
remarkable highway, and I am eorry l 
camnot do it today... 

As to Party Services. 

But the judge got nere safaly and was 
warmly welcomed by his many friends in 
Heard county. Judge Samps Harris and 
Solicitor General Tom Atkinson were wrest- 
ling with the grand jury in the courthouse 
at the time, but as soon as the judge’s 
charge was completed the court adjourned 
and the bench was surrendered to Judge 
Atkinson. He was introduced by Colonel 
Frank S. Loften, the well-known attorney 
of this place, and the large audience pres- 
ent gave him generous applause when he 
arose to speak. He was in even better 
Voice and better mood than on the occa- 
$.0n of his opening effort at Hawkinsviile 
two weeks ago, and he is rapidly overcom- 
ing those coldly judicial traits which at 
frst threatened to mar his effectiveness 
as a4 stump speaker. 

iie began by saying that he felt at home 
in any part of Georgia, and that he came 
before them because he beiieved that any 
Man who was a candidate for governor 
should face the people with a plain declara- 
lion of the faith that was in him. He said 
that as to ali the national issues to which 
Colorel Candler had devoted so much or 
his time at Ktome, he had no explanation to 
Make, because hig record was clear. He 
repeated all that portion of his Hawk.ns- 
Ville speech which referred to his free sil- 
ver campaign against Hon. Henry G. Turn- 
er in 1892, and said that he had at that 
time offered himself as a martyr on the 
aliar of his convictions. He spoke also 
of the serv.ces he had rendered his party 
in that and more recent campaigns, and 
he again repudiated the suggestion that 
he had ever failed to respond when the 
democracy of Georgia demanded his ser- 
Vices. 

Accusations of Cowardice. 

With this introducticn, he took up Colo- 
nel Candler’s Rome speech and began his 
He said that when the colonel 
became a candidate for governor some 
time ago it was with the declaration that 
the state tax rate was too high. He de- 
clared that the colonel had been an active 
and working candidate now for a year, 
but that. although he preached the doc- 
trine of lower taxes, he had failed up to this 
time to tell the people how taxes could be 
lowered. The judge said there was no 
Way of reducing taxes, so far as he had 
Studied the Rome speech, except to reauce 
the appropriations for public schools and 
confederate pensions, and he said the colo- 
nel was too much of a coward to assert

Accusations of Theft. 

But in reference to a reduction in the 
cost of the legislature, he declared on his 
own account that Berner had attempted 
to rob him of the glory due him for hav- 
ing first Suggested biennial Sessions, and 
he accused Colonel Candler of having at- 
tempted to steal most of the rest of his 
platform. He base@ the latter accusation 
Upon an interview published some time ago 
with the colonel, in which the latter de- 
clared that the judge’s declaration of prin- 
ciples in the matter of tax reduction and 
the monthly payment of schoo! teachers 
was similiar to hig own. In discussing his 
Cppolrents in this way the speaker invar- 
lably referred to Candler as ‘‘my venerable 
Old friend from Rome,”’ and to Berner as 
“my brilliant and handsome young friend 
Bob.” He closed the question of tax re- 
duction with the same forcible argument 
that he use@ at Hawkinsville against any 
reduction of elther the school or the pen- 
sion funds, and this portion of his speech 
Was applauded. 

Then he took a brand new tack, and in- 
dulged in a brief but vigorous defense of 
the present State administration. It was 
the first time up to date that he has said 
anything in any way, shape or manner, 
that concerned Governcr Atkinson. He 
declared that Georgia was the best gov- 
erned state on the least money in the un- 
jon, and he denounced Colonel Candler for 
saying tnat there were leaks in the state 
i.nances that ought to be stopped. He gaid 
that the colonel had brought serious 
charges and avght to be made to prove 
them. Personally, he did not know of 
any leaks, but that if the colonel thought 
any of the statehouse officiels were get- 
ting larger salaries than they deserved, 
he wanted to enter his protest against such 
& suggestion thea and there. To his mind 
none of the state officers were getting a 
cent more than they earned and deserved 

At the Central Union Mission. 

He read liberal extracts from Candler’s 
remarks tcuching‘ the constitutional con- 
vention of 1877, and ridiculed the idea that 
the colonel had been the father of that as- 
Semtly. He gaid that every politician who 
had stumbled by accident into that as- 
sembly claimed to be the parent of the 
constitution of the State, and he declared 
with vehemence that ‘the constitution is 
becoming the worst bastard that’ I have 
ever seen.” He referred to the railroad 
cO:‘nmissicn in the same spirit, and accused 
Colonel Candler of trying to steal the hon- 
ors which rightfully belongea@ to Robert 
Toombs. 

“Why,” he said, “‘the colonel even claims 
that he ig responsible for the job which I 
am holding and which he Says 1 appre 
enough to keep.”’ 

tie referred to Candler’s reference to the 
common people of Georgia, and said that 
he did not like the expression. Georgia had 
no common people. He asked all those in 
the audience who thought they were com- 
mon to stand up, and when his hearers 
gazed calmly and immovably back at him 
he said he was pleased to observe that there 
were no Candler men in the room. He took 
up the newspaper egain and declared that 
Candler wis a ‘political foundling,’’ who 
had been “picked up at the corner of For- 
syth and Alabama streets in Atlanta,” and 
he exciaimed: ‘God grant, to the credit of 
Georgia, that this foundling may never grow 
to manhood!” He spoke of the many let- 
ters which Colonel Candler says he had 
written regarding the alleged political trick- 
ery in the campaign of 1894, and he express- 
ed a request that all those within sound of 
his voice who had even been engaged in 
“ravishing the party’ stand up. No one 
stood. 

Something About Politicians. 

In conclusion ‘ne charged Colonel Candler 
with attempting to stab the democracy of 
Georgia in the back and deciared that the 
colonel was the candidate of the politicians. 
He spoke of the letters which he said he 
and Berner had written to the state com- 
mittee pleading for a campaign sufficiently 
long in which to expose the many out- 
rageous traits of character which they had 
discovered in Colonel Candler, and he re- 
proached the committee for giving them 
only ten weeks in which to do it. He said 
his “venerable old friend from Hall” had 
seen the handwriting on the wall, and had 
so influenced the committee as to forbid 
a proper discussion of the issues of the 
nampaign. He expressed, however, his faith 
in his own election as governor, and sald 
that if it should ever become necessary he 
would tell to the worid who it was who had 
asked him to become .a candidate. 

His speech was the longest that he has 
delivered thus far in the campaign, and the 
impersonal portions of it were very well 
received.

MANSLAUGHTER If 
CHARGED TO HENLEY 


He Accidentally Shot a Negre in a Ma- 
cen Bar Saturday. 


BOUND OVER TO THE COURT 


Will Have To Appear on Charge of In- 
voluntary Manslaughter. 


GUBERNATORIAL CLUBS ARE NOW ACTIVE 


Macon Will Decorate for the Epworth

Citizens To Be Entertained. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Gia., March 2.—(Special.)—Mr. Bart 
Henley, who accidentally shot the negro, 
Charley Reynolds, alias Charley Fox, in 
Branham’s bar on last Saturday night, was 
bound over by the recorder this morning to 
the superior court in the sum of $200 for 
involuntary manslaughter. The evidence 
showed that Henley struck a negro named 
Nathan Anderson on the head with a pis- 
tol and the weapon was discharged by the 
force of the blow and the bullet entered 
the abdomen of Charley Reynolds, an in- 
nocent bystander, from the effects of 
which he died within a few hours. The 
coroner’s jury had rendered a verdict that 
the killing was accidental and unintention- 
al. The recorder, however, felt it.to be his 
duty, under the evidence, to commit Mr. 
Henley to the superior court. The whole 
case hinges on the point whether Mr. 
Henley was justifiable in striking Nathan 
Anderson on the head with the pistol and 
by the blow the pistol was fired, inflicting 
a fatal wound on Reynolds, On this point 
some of the evidence was conflicting.

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The Cuban Question Up to Date. 

The success of the Sagasta party in 
Spain which, under the circumstances, 
was somewhat unexpected, has given 
rise in Washington to rumors that the 
whole Cuban matter will be peacefully 
settled. There is something more than 
a hint of more negotiations, and close 
observers are now able to perceive what 
they were inclined to forget during the 
past week, that the financial syndicates 
(their network reaching out to all the 
capitals of Europe) have never for a 
moment had their hands off the situa- 
tion. 

The combination which is known in 
this country as the gold syndicate is 
simply a part of that larger combination 
of money lenders which transacts busi- 
ness with nation’s instead of individuals. 
It is to facilitate their schemes and car- 
ry forward their purposes that the gold 
standard has been apoted. In Europe 
their newspaper serfs call them ‘“‘Llaute 
Finance.” This “high finance,” says a 
writer in The Contemporary Review for 
March, “is nothing better than a cease- 
less, flesh-and-bloodless effort to make 
a profit out of the follies, the diseased or 
legitimate aspirations—and, it may be, 
the misfortunes—of nations.” 

In this country, the representatives 
of “high finance,” as the Boston corre- 
spondent of The Springfield Republican 
points out, have caused to be told more 
lies about the situation in Cuba than 
all the reporters and correspondents of 
the so-called ‘“‘yellow journals” could in- 
vent in a lifetime. Their newspapers 
have defended Spanish interests from 
the first. It is not that - they have dep- 
recated war; all intelligent men are op- 
posed to unnecessary war; they have be- 
littled American patriotism, and they 
have flouted all ideas of humanity. 

As the “high financiers’ sacrificed 
the Americans, the Cretans and the 
Greeks to their selfish desire for gold 
profits, so they are ready to sacrifice the 
Cubans. 
for the failure of Cleveland to act, and 
for the delay of a year that has occurred 
since Mckinley was inaugurated. As the 
direct result thousands of innocent hu- 
man beings have perished, and thou- 
sands who survive have suffered untold 
agonies. lor all this crime, all this 
wretchedness, all this brutality, the “high 
financiers’ are responsible, for, if the 
American people could have had their 
way, Cuba would have been free two 
azo and island would have 
been at peace. 

Yet from their point of view, the 
“high financiers” have had a most dif- 
ficult problem to deal with. The re- 
public is not as easily controlled as one 
of the European nations. The problem 
has been how to maintain Spanish rule 
in Cuba so as to maintain Spanish “‘in- 
tegrity,”’ the financia] meaning of “in- 
legrity” being the market price of bonds. 
If a nation’s bonds can be be sold by 
the money lenders at a profit; that na- 
tion's “integrity” is intact. How to 
maintain Spanish rule is only a part of 
the problem. Thete was and is a 
probability that congress would take 
the whole affair in its own hands in spite 
of McKinley and Reed. In that event, 
how were the “high financiers” to re- 
Coup themselves? There is but one way, 
and that way is to make the Cubans pay 
dearly in money for their independence. 
Even political liberty, under the ma- 
nhipulation of the money lenders, becomes 
a matter of barter and sale. 

But how was this last part of the 
programme to be carried out? The bold- 
est Way is always the simplest way, The 
American people, being unanimous for 
intervention in behalf of the struggling 
Cubans, must be pacified until the plans 
of the money lenders could be elaborated. 
Something must be done to offset the 
visit of congressmen to Cuba under the 
auspices of that horrid man Hearst, who 
seeMs to be out of touch with his broth- 
er millionaires. All of a sudden word 
foes Out that Mr. McKinley has made 
up his mind. Preparations as if for 
‘War, begin all along the line. There

Aside from the hurry and bustle at- 
tendant on the expenditure of the $50,- 
000,000 appropriation, wha@ has lhap- 
pened? Mr. McKinley has presented the 
report of the Maine board of investiga- 
tion to Spain without any comment; he 
has repented what he said some time 
ago, and what Mr. Cleveland had said 
before him—that the war in Cuba must 
sooner or later come to an end—and he 
has insisted that he will send supplies 
to the starving people, even if he has to 
send it in an armored ship. 

This kast is the only definite ultima- 
tum that Mr. McKinley has put forward, 
and it is most ridiculous, since it em- 
hodies a suggestion that Spain would 
go to war to prevent succor from reach- 
ing the starving population! It is thus 
easy to conceive that all the defensive 
preparations that have been made have 
proceeded on the idea that Spain, for 
some reason or other, would take it 
upon herself to declare war against the 
United States. The idea is, of course, 
absurd. Spain is more firmly in the 
grip of the high financiers than the Mc- 
Kinley administration, and this is say- 
ing a great deal. : 

It is considered certain by those who 
know that every movement-made thus 
far has been for the purpose. of holding 
congress in line. When the house be- 
trays a disposition to break away from 
Reed, the war talk that emanates is sul- 
phurous. When everything is quiet, 
the president informs callers that he 
would “rather see the republican party 
wrecked than to engage in an unholy 
war.” 

Meanwhile the “high financiers” have 
formulated two peaceful plans, either 
one of which will put money in their 
pockets. One is a scheme of autonomy 
“practically equal” to independence, The 
Spanish government is willing for this 
government to supervise the plan and 
guarantee it. The other is the pur- 
chase of the island by the Cubans, $200,- 
000,000 of bonds to be issued by them 
and taken up by a syndicate that is 
now ready for the job. 

It will be observed that in both these 
plans the profits of the “high financiers” 
are most carefully looked after.

But the Cubans have demonstrated their 
capacity for self-government by making 
more sacrifices to obtain it than our own 
people were called on to make, and in 
the face of all odds, they stil] maintain 
the stand they have taken. They have 
demonstrated that they are unconquer- 
able, even by force, and a people who 
cannot be conquered certainly deserve 
to be free from foreign tyranny. They 
deserve to make the experiment of self- 
government—it is only an experiment 
after all—and they should be given every 
opportunity to work out their destiny 
in their own way.

ation, why, annexation will be the right 
thing when it comes, That is one of 
the promises of the remote future only. 
But with the island free in the enjoy- 
ment of its liberties, it will soon become 
Americanized. It offers a fair field for 
American capital and American enter- 
prise. ‘Thomas Jefferson Was in favor 
of annexation, and John Quincy Adams 
predicted it. But annexation has noth- 
ing whatever to do with the present 
question, which, briefly put, is, shall the 
government of the United States permit 
starvation and ruin to aid the Spaniards 
in reconquering the island? , 
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The Mississippi Floods. 

In the Mississippi valley there exists 
more genuine alarm over the prospect of 
disastrous floods in the near future than 
over the outlook for hostilities between 
the United States and Spain. 

Nor is this in the least strange. Last 
year the losses entailed upon the occu- 
pants of the Mississippi valley by the 
destructive floods which prevailed 
throughout that region aggregated far 
up into the millions. In many portions 
of the valley whole towns and villages 
were completely obliterated from the 
earth; while the foul miasma rising in 
the flood’s wake from the low bottom 
lands entailed disease and death in all 
directions. 

With the recollection of last year’s 
horrible experience still fresh in mind, 
there is good reason for the apprehen- 
sion which exists today in the Mississip- 
pi valley. Moreover, the present year 
has already brought with it some de- 
gree of damage on account of the over- 
flowing waters. In the states of Ohio, 
Wisconsin, Illinois and Indiana serious 
floods have commenced to play havoc 
with the exposed areas bordering upon 
the Mississippi, and damages have been 
reported from these states amounting to 
$5,000,000. 

Of course these figures may be exag- 
gerated, but the spring season is hardly 
here yet, and there is no telling what 
disasters may be entailed upon the occu- 
pants of the Mississippi valley before 
the period of danger is at length over. 

Our national lawmakers are busily en- 
gaged at this time with other matters 
affecting the security and honor of the 
nation, but scarcely less important are 
the claims which the regulation and con- 
trol of the Mississippi river make upon 
their time and patriotism. 
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Are Americans Wasteful?P 


Most of our European visitors seem 
to think that wastefulness is one of our 
main characteristics. Only some few 
days ago Dr. John Watson, the celebrat- 
ed Scotch author, in giving his impres- 
sions of our people, stated that ~* had 


yet to learn the first principles of econ-. 


omy in household matters. ‘ 

We may, perhaps, merit this fling. In 
household matters we are not as eco- 
nomic as we oughtto be. Every day we 
throw away rich food products which we 
could utilize in seme way, if we only 
possessed the secret of economy which 
is practised in European households. But 
while we may be wasteful in this one 
respect, it does not follow that in others 
we aré@ wasteful also; nor is such true. 
Indeed, the splendid growth which we 
have measured along industrial lines 
Within the past few years proves un- 
mistakably that we have not ignored the 
small economies upon which success de- 
pends. In this connection it is ‘garti- 
nent to quote the views of one of our 
recent French visftors. Says this can- 
did critic: “The attention paid to small 
details in your big works is amazing 
to me. I have visited some establish- 
ments where I believe the profits are 
not made in the manufacture proper, but 
in the saving of material and labor by 
close attention to details. For example, 
I saw in your shops just now a little 
grindstone in operation, automatically 
sharpening tools. This machine prob- 
ably cost as much as one hundred of 
our ordinary grindstones, but it auto- 
matically grinds all the tools for three 
hundred high-priced mechanics. The 
skilled mechanics in our country fre- 
quently stop their regular work to grind 
their own tools, and then do it imper- 
fectly.” So, from the testimony of this 
candid Frenchman, it appears that Amer- 
icans are not wasteful in all respects 
at least. 

If time could be given to the subject 
it might be shown that Americans lead 
the world in most of the economies upon 
which success depends, but for present 
purposes the above citation is sufficient.

When the com- 
pany decided to make a bid for the business 
of the south DeGroot was selected to rep- 
resent it in this territory. He was connect- 
ed with the company then in the capacity 
of a BalesMan on the road and had met 
with such success and@ stcod in such high 
faver with the managers of the company 
that he was selected for the position. The 
uimost confidence was placed in him and 
his territory comprisei all the southera 
siates. 

He succeeded in building up the business 
in this secticn of the country and his pop- 
wlarity with his employers consequently in- 
creased. This state of affairs continued 
util about one month ago when the com- 
pany began to suspect that the office was 
Ming mismanaged. Three weeks ago Mr. 
W. W. Fling arrived in the city and went 
at once to DeGroot’s office, 731 Equitable 
Mr. Fling told DeGroot of the 
mspicions of the company and produced 
credentials @isplacing DeGroot.

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BALL BEGINS AT BRISBINE| MURDER MYSTERY 


STILL UNSOLVED

Detectives and Coroner at Work on the 
Case with Lips Sealed. 


MANY THEORIES; FEW CLEWS 


Police Believe Wilkinson, the Dead Ne- 
gro, Was the Leader of the Gang. 


THE INQUEST HELD BEHIND CLOSED DOOR 


Charred and Mutilated Bodies Will Be 
Buried Today—Coroner Resumes 
Inquest This Afternoon. 
Te H. Briley, the aged couple mur- 

dered in their little store at 75 Humph- 
ries street, Saturday night, will be buried 
this afternoon unless relatives are heard 
from before 10 o’clock this morning. 

Every effort has been made by the un- 
dertakers and the friends of the couple to 
locate relatives, but they have been unable 
to find the son or the son-in-law, and tel- 
egrams sent to different cities are unan- 
pswered or are returned because no such 
person can be found. 

Coroner Stamps, with a jury, the names 
of which he refused to disclose to news- 
paper men, began the inquest over the 
three bodies yesterday morning at 9 o'clock 
and continued until about 10 o’clock. At 
that time the jury adjourned in order to 
give the police and detective departments 
more time in which to work up the clews 
in their hands. 

The inquest was merely preliminary and 
amounted to nothing more than an exami- 
nation of the body and the discussion of 
the killing by the jurors, but despite this 
fact great secrecy was observed and all 
information obtained by reporters was not 
with the consent of’ the coroner or his 
jury. 

After examining the bodies the jury re- 
tired to the seclusion of the private office 
of the detective department and behind 
closed doors discussed the case and ex- 
amined one witness. Here great secrecy 
was also observed and newspaper men were 
not allowed in the room. 

Solving the Mystery. 

The tragedy seems to remain as great a 
mystery now as it was on the morning the 
bodies were discovered. The detective and 
police departments have been hard at 
work since early Sunday morning, and as 
a result of this a large number of negroes 
who lived in the neighborhood or were 
acquainted with Wilkinson and those seen 
with him are locke@ up at the police bar- 
racks, 

The arrests made by the détectives and 
the general line of their work indicates 
very clearly that they believe the murder 
was committed by a gang of negro robbers 
of whom Wilkinson was the leader. They 
are working on the theory that Wilkinson 
was killed by old man Briley while in the 
act of killing Mrs. Briley, and that Briley 
was killed by members of the gang. So 


HE mutilated bodies of Mr. and Mrs. 


L far only negroes have been arrested, and 


this shows that the detectives believe the 
work was done by persons in collusion with 
Wilkinson for the purpose of robbing the 
old people. 


The Work Continues. 


The arrest of five negro men marked the 
progress of the detectives yesterday. These 
five are either related to or are friends 
of the persons who had previously been ar- 
rested and it is belleved by the detectives 
that they have evidence in their hands 
which will bring the murderer or murder- 
erg to justice. 

Yesterday shortly after noon Julius 
Howesworth, a brother of Cord Howes- 
worth, was arrested in West tnd at the 
Woodward Lumber Company’s plant. Will 
Howesworth, another brother, was also ar- 
rested and carried before the detectives. 
These two were locked up and the charge of 
suspicion booked against them, 

Toba Smith, a young negro man, was ar- 
rested during the afternoon. He disclaims 
all knowledge of the affair. Robert Mills, 
a brother of Milledge Mills, was arrested, 
as was also C. H. Garrett, both negroes. 

One of the most important discoveries 
made by the detectives yesterday is said 
to have been the identification of the coat 
found on the fance rat the Briley home as 
belonging to Julius Howesworth, the broth- 
er of Cord and Will Howesworth., 

When asked yesterday if the 
been identified, Chief Slaughter denied it 
and said no identifications had .yet been 
made. Despite this statement, it is under- 
stoo@ thut the identification has been made 
and had probably not reached the attention 
of Chief Slaughter. 

If the coat has been identified as belong- 
ing to Julius Howesworth it would appear 
that the persons who did the work were a 
gang composed, among others, of some of 
those who have been arrested on suspicion. 

Green Conn Leaves Town. 

It-seems probable that developments of a 
startling nature will take place in the 
case in the course of the next two days. 
From the actions of the detectives it seems 
thev have found a clew which leads out of 
town and one of their number has been 
sent to follow it up. 

Detective Green Conv is said to have left 
Atlanta vesterday morning and it is under- 
stood went to Birmingham, Ala. He has 
been working on the triple murder case and 
ft is believed he went to Birmingham 
follow a clew. 

In an interview yesterday Chief Slaughter 
said he did not Know where Conn was. Ha 
said Conn had not reported to him_during 
the dav. ‘Conn did not visit the detectives’ 
office yesterday. except perhaps for a few 
moments early in the morning. After that 
he was not seen in Atlanta. 

It is said that the clew Conn is working 
on was discovered yesterday Morning and 
will probably result in interesting develop- 
ments. The secrecy of his departure is ey. 
idence of the fact that his mission is one of 
importance, 

Why Conn left town and what evidence 
has been discovered in another city are 
matters which cannot be learned from tho 
detectives. Those who are in_the city are 
hard at work on the loca! feature of the 
tragedy and express confidence of their ulti. 
mate success. They say this will not be an 
addition to Atlanta’s unsolved murders, 


What Mrs. Reid Says. 


Mrs. Belle Reid, who lives at 12°4 North 
Broad street, was probably the most inti- 
mate friend Mrs. Briley had in Atlanta. 
They visited each other frequently, and 
Mrs. Reid was familiar with the habits 
and friends of the old couple. 

Mrs. Re‘'d went to the undertaking par- 
lors of Hilburn & Bowden yesterday morn- 
ing to take a last look at the faces of her 
murdered friends, and there it was learned 
that she had known them a great length 
of time. 

When seen yesterday Mrs. Reid was very 
reticent about telling of the affairs of the 
old couple, and said she preferred not to 
say anything for publication. She is will- 
ing to do all in her power to aid in detect- 
ing the guilty ones, and says at the proper 
time and place she will tell all she knows 
about the old people. 

From Mrs. Refd it was learned that Mr. 
and Mrs. Briley kept large sums of money 
at their home, and were very imprudent 
in their’ care of it. She says she at one 
time saw a large roll of bank notes in a

Theories and Theories. 

The many ariests made by the detectives 
have made little change in the theories 
advanced by those who have been follow- 
ing the cage, ana there are still as many 
theories as berote. 

The theory that Wilkinson was in the 
store buying something from Mr. Briley 
when the place was entered by burglars 
and he was kilied in the fight which en- 
Sued was strengthened by the discovery 
that Wilkinson had been robbed. He was 
seen Saturday night. with a small sum 
of money, tut wher found none of it was 
on his person. The presence of so many 
terrible wounds on the heads of the mur- 
dered cones ildicates that each of them 
Was siruck and afterwards beaten by a 
fourth or fifth party. 

The theory that Wilkinson led a gang 
Which went to the store to rob the old 
people and was struck by the old man, 
who was then killed by the others, is a 
popular one. According to this theory, 
the remainder of the gang took to their 
heels at once, but returned early in the 
morning, beat in the heads of Mr. and 
Mrs. briley and: Wilkinson in order to be 
Ceilain of their death, ransacked the place 
avd then set fire to the house, In this 
theory the absence of money on the person 
cf Wilkinson is accounted for by the prob- 
arity that-he would have been robbed 
by his companions. 

From what Chief Slaughter has said, 
the latter theory is the one on which the 
detectives are at work, and they believe 
they are on the right track. 

Inquest at 2 O’Clock. 

Coroner Stamps and his jury will con- 
tinue the inquest behind closed doors this 
afternoon at 2 o’elock.

Maine Board of Inquiry Reported Exactly 
as Fereshadowed, 


HAD LONG BEEN DISCOUNTED 


Yet Actual Publication Yesterday Re- 
sulted in a Sharp Bound in Prices. 
Closed Below Best. 


Wew York, March 28.—The familiar spec- 
tacie Was presented on the stock exchange 
toaay of a violent reaction upon the revela- 
ton of an event which has long been an- 
tic:pated and discounted. The facts were 
that the findings of the Maine board of in- 
quiry Was presented to congress and were 
proved to be exactly as foreshadowed, That 
ig to say, the Maine is found to have been 
blown up by a submarine mine. Ever since 
the night after the explosion the stock 
market has been depressed by the constant 
dread that this report would be formulated 
by constituted officials of the United States. 
The speculative public assumed that such 
an allegation would necessitate a rupture 
between the United States and Spain and 
a consequent damage to values of all se- 
curities, which it was attempted to meas- 
ure by a constant decline in prices since the 
date of the explosion almost to the pres- 
ent time. Yet the actual publication today 
of the report resulted in a bound in prices, 
which, at the high point of the day, had 
wiped out a large proportion of the losses 
which have been occurring since the explo- 
sion in Havana harbor. This was brought 
about by the movement of the bear traders 
to take profits. Having been industriously 
seliing stocks for weeks in anticipation of 
the harm to values to be done by the Maine 
report, they were warned by the imminence 
of the actual publication that the lowest 
prices to be looked for on that account had 
been reached, and they, therefore, turned 
about to buy to fill their contracts. The 
progress of the settlement quickly develop- 
ed the fact that the short interests were 
large and unwieldy beyond all expectations. 
Besides these they had to meet the skillful 
and well organized efforts of a powerful 
bull combination which had quickly po 
ed itself of as much as possible of the float- 
ing supply of stocks in the market at the 
low level. The liquidation of the last few 
weeks had left the supply of stocKs very 
emall. When the shorts began to bid, there- 
fore, they found bull operators in full com- 
petition with them bidding up prices. rhe 
result was a scrambie by the shorts, which 
reached the proportions of a bear raid, re- 
ducing the losses of the day and sent prices 
skyward. Then the bulls resorted to all the 
usual devices to assist their campaign for 
equeezing the shorts. The apprenensions 
of the bears were fed by a printed report 
from Washington that Spain haa complet- 
ly acceded to all of Presidegt McKinley's 
requests, including an armistice between the 
Cubans and Spaniards for six months. 

The passing of the Spanish elections, 
with their assurance of legislative support 
to Premier Sagasta, and the conservative 
course pursved by congress toward the 
report on the Maine gave some assurance 
that President McKinley's well known de- 
sire for a peaceful adjustment with Spain 
might find a successful outcome. This gave 
color to the reports which were placed in 
circulation and magnified the fears of the 
hard pressed bears. Without this and the 
underlying strength of financial business 
conditions the adroit manipulation of the 
bulls would hardly have proved so great 
a success. Closing prices were by no 
means at the highest, the specialties show- 
ing reactions ranging up to 4% points In 
Metropolitan Street Railway. Prices all 
through the list were markedly below the 
best, yet there remained such striking net 
gains as 7% in Pullman, 7 in Metropolitan 
Street Railway, 6 in Sugar and from 4 to 5 
in New York Central, Burlington, St. Paul, 
Northwest, Rock Island, Delaware and 
Hudson, Lake Shore, Manhattan, New gver- 
sey Central, Union Pacific preferred and 
over 3 points in a large number of other 
stocks. 

The transactions for the day foot up con- 
siderably over three-quarters of a million 
shares, a total which had not been equaled 
since last fall. 

The bond market also showed largely -in- 
creased activity in the speculative issues 
and gains of 1 to 3 per cent were registered 
in some issues. Total sales $3,300,000. 

Government bonds were very strong. The 
new 4s advanced 2%, the old 4s 1, the Ys 
% and the bs %4 bid, and there were sales 
of the new 4s coupon at 121, which is 3 
per cent over Saturday’s bid price.

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PEACE OR WAR? 


That Question Overshadows All Else on 
Change Yesterday. 


OUTLOOK MORE PEACEFUL 


(Resulted in Sharp Recoveries from 
Early Declines in Everything 
Except Oats. 


— 


Chicago, March 28.—The question of peace 
or war overshadows all else on change 
today. Assumptions of a peaceful solution 
of the Cuban quescion resulted in sharp 
recoveries from early declines, and with 
the eaception of oats, everything closed 
strong end higher. Wheat advanced %¢ 
for Julv and 1%c for May. Corn closed 
%@loc higher, oats a shade lower and pro- 
visions 2@2‘%c higher. 

Wheat started with an appearance of 
firmness that gave way almost immediate- 
ly to one of weakness. There was a mild 
disposition shown at first to cover short 
lines on account of the low temperatures 
prevailing in the northwest. Heavy rains 
were reported over the winter wheat coun- 
try, and fears of further damage by the 
cold, coupled with unexpected strength at 
Liverpool, where some futures were %d 
higher, started the market, as far as July 
and the more distant futures were con- 
cerned, at prices a shade better than Sat- 
urday’s closing. Receipts in the north- 
west also offered encouragement to the 
bulls. But the market turned weak at 
once. What littie demand there was from 
shorts had been soon satisfied. and as no 
other support of consequence materialized, 
the decline for a few minutes was rapid, 
July selling off from 83':@83\%4c, its opening 
price, to §&2%c. Some liquidation was caus- 
ed by the large world’s wheat shipments, 
which amounted to §&,773,000 bushels. An- 
other source of weakness was the large 
addition to the contract stocks. Besides 
twenty-seven cars received from other 
sources, fourteen cars and 36,400 bushels 
No. 1 northern were received from mixing 
houses, a total of about 235,000 bushels in 
all. Chicago receipts were 121 cars. North- 
west receipts were 326 cars, against 743 
last week and 844 a year ago. After the 
decline to S82%c jn July, there was a rally 
to S&2%c under covering by scalpers, but 
prices sagged again in a short time to 
82% and held around that figure until 
11 o'clock. Then the market began to 
improve. The decrease in the visible sup- 
piy of 1,355,000 bushels was much greater 
than was looked for. But everything was 
lost sight of in the consideration of the 
news relating to the crisis between the 
United States and Spain. Reports that 
spain had accepted the suggestions of this 
sovernment in regard to Cuba and the tone 
of the president’s message to congress 
started a buying demand that increased jin 
volume as. the session wore on, and did not 
cease until the closing bel] sounded. Shorts 
of every description were driven to cover 
and investment buying. which has been 
almost totally lacking for some time, was 
in evidence. Half an hour from the close 
July had advanced to 84%c. Realizing was 
quite heavy at this point and the price 
reacted to 83%%c but rebounded again Very 
shortly. The-close was at 84c bid. May 
was traded in very little. It opened %c 
lower at $1.08%, but advanced at once to 
$1.04, and during the activity in July sold 
up as high as $1.05% and closed at $1.05.

He formerly lived in Newnan, which 
was his native home, and the body may be 
taken there for interment. 

The death of Judge Bigby takes 
from Georgia’s public life one of its bril- 
liant men, but in business circles he was 
probably best Known. 

He had filled a number of positions of 
trust and honor, and at all times with 
signal ability. He was a member of con- 
gress and judge of the Coweta circuit, 
now the Tallapoosa circuit, for a numbet 
of years, and while upon the bench was a 
leader among the judges of Georgia. 

He leaves a widow, Mrs. Elizabeth K. 
Bigby, and his daughters, Mrs. McAllen 
Marsh, Miss Katharine Bigby, Miss Nellie 
Bigby, Miss Mabel Bigby and Miss Bernie 
Bigby and a son, Mr., Hammell S. Bigby. 

Until a short time ago Judge -Bigby 
Was president of the WMagle and Phenix 
Manufacturing Company. At the time 
of his death he wag a director of 
the Atlanta and West Point railroad, vice 
president of the Newnan National bank 
and of the First National bank of Newnan, 
a director of the Fidelity Banking and 
Trust Company, a director of the Westview 
Cemetery Company and vice president of 
the Westview Floral Company. 

Sketch of His Life. 


Judge John 8S. Bigby was the son of John 
Bigby and Susan Powell Bigby. He was 
born in Coweta county on February 13, 
1833. His father, a native of Abbeville, S. 
C., and a prominent citizen of Coweta, died 
in that county in 1865. 

Judge Bigby’s early life was spent among 
the red clay hills where he was born. He 
received his early education there and 
was sixteen years old when he became a 
student of Emory college, from. which he 
graduated in 1853, receiving a bachelor of 
arts degree. 

Shortly after his graduation he was ad- 
mitted to the bar at Newnan, where he 
quickly gained for himself a lasting reputa- 
tion for his power and intellect. He con- 
tinued the practice of laW for thirty years. 

In 1867 he received the appointment of 
solicitor general of the Tallapoosa, now 
Coweta, circuit. The following year, 1868, 
he was sent as @ delegate from Coweta 
county to the constitutional] convention, 
held in this city. He served as judge of the 
superior court of the Coweta circuit from 
1869 to 1871, after having completed three 
of the eignt years’ term for which he was 
apponted. 

In 1870 he was made @ member of con- 
gress, resuming his law practice after 
serving one term. In 1876 he went as a del- 
egate to the national convention, held in 
Philadelphia in that year. In 1881 he re. 

ceived the appointment as attorney for the 
southern district of Georgia and served 
four years in that capacity.

“When Edgewood avenue Was opened up 
a permanent grade was established.

As theré is no pro- 
vision for any waiver of such rights on 
the part of the Atlanta Consolidated Street 
Railway Company and the Atlanta Gaslight 
Company, these concerns could hold the 
city li ble for every cent’s expense in the 
readjustment of their tracks and pipes.
